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Academic  Recognition 

The  Florida  Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute  is  fully  accredited  and 
officially  recognized  as  a  standard  Junior  College  by  the  Florida  State 
Board  of  Education,  and  is  also  a  member  of  the  American  Association 
of  Junior  Colleges. 

Persons  completing  the  course  of  study  at  Florida  Normal  and  Col- 
legiate Institute  will  be  issued  Graduate  Florida  State  Certificates,  per- 
mitting them  to  teach  in  the  Elementary  Schools  of  Florida  and  other 
Southern  States  for  a  period  of  five  (5)  years  from  date  of  graduation 
without  examination,  or  Summer  School  requirements. 

Persons  not  desiring  to  teach,  but  who  wish  to  take  a  full  college 
course,  will  be  admitted  without  loss  of  class  standing,  to  the  junior 
college  class  of  a  standard  Senior  Liberal  Arts  College. 


Teachers'  Certificates 

Florida  Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute  is  recognized  as  a  standard 
Junior  College  by  the  Florida  State  Board  of  Education  and  full  credit 
for  teachers'  certificates  will  be  given  for  all  courses.  Upon  the  com- 
pletion of  certain  courses  and  the  proper  transcript  of  records  the  State 
Board  of  Education  will  issue  certificates  as  follows: 

(a)  A  Graduate  State  Certificate  valid  for  five  years  shall  be  issued 
to  the  applicant  for  the  position  of  teacher  in  the  elementary  schools 
who  has  completed  the  two  years  of  work  at  Florida  Normal  and  Colle- 
giate Institute,  including  nine  (9)  semester  hours  in  Education. 

(Students  who  successfully  complete  the  two  years  of  College  work 
and  who  have  the  required  number  of  hours  in  education  may  qualify 
for  this  certificate.)

Need  of  Endowment 

Florida  Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute  receives  no  State  aid  and 
is  wholly  dependent  upon  gifts  from  friends  of  Negro  education  who 
believe  in  its  work. 

The  work  of  the  school  gives  assurance  of  the  enlarging  influence 
of  the  institution.  The  location  is  most  excellent.  The  climate  is  noted 
for  its  healthf ulness ;  the  beautiful  situation  of  the  college  buildings, 
the  established  reputation  of  the  school,  the  thorough  work  done  in  all 
divisions,  the  scholastic  standards  upheld  by  the  college  together  with 
the  increasing  efficiency  as  the  work  has  enlarged,  all  demand  that 
permanent  provision  be  made  for  its  support  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  college  urgently  needs  an  endowment  fund  of  at  least  $500,000.

Entering  The  Institution 

Students  desiring  to  enter  the  college  should  fill  and  return  the 
application  blank  found  in  the  catalog  or  write  the  Dean  for  applica- 
tion blank. 

As  soon  as  the  application  is  received  the  college  will  write  the 
principal  of  the  school  the  applicant  last  attended  for  scholarship 
records  and  letter  of  honorable  dismissal.  As  soon  as  these  are  received 
and  evaluated  the  prospective  student  will  be  notified  whether  or  not 
he  is  accepted  as  a  student  at  the  college,  and  if  he  is  accepted,  a  card 
of  admittance  will  be  sent  him  regarding  the  conditions  of  entrance 
and  the  class  standing. 

The  college  is  reached  very  easily  by  taking  a  taxi  at  the  Florida 
East  Coast  depot  for  the  college.  Students  notifying  the  college  officials 
approximately  the  time  they  will  arrive  in  St.  Augustine  will  be  met 
at  the  depot.  Young  women  are  advised  to  avoid  arriving  into  St. 
Augustine  at  night  unless  notifying  college  officials  to  that  extent  in 
order  that  they  can  be  met. 

Students  should  make  every  effort  to  be  present  at  the  opening  of 
each  semester,  so  as  to  avoid  paying  late  fees,  and  being  deprived  of 
carrying  full  credit. 

Upon  arriving  in  St.  Augustine,  students  should  keep  their  trunk 
checks  and  present  them  at  the  college  office.  The  college  will  haul 
trunks  and  place  them  in  the  buildings  for  fifty  cents  each.  This  is 
much  cheaper  than  the  charges  made  by  the  average  city  drayman.

HISTORY  OF  THE  COLLEGE 

The  Florida  Baptist  Academy,  as  the  college  was  first  named,  was 
established  in  Jacksonville,  Florida,  in  the  Spring  of  1892  with  Dr.  M. 
W.  Gilbert  as  president,  with  Dr.  J.  T.  Brown  and  Miss  Sarah  A.  Blocker 
as  his  chief  assistants.  The  reason  for  the  beginning  of  the  Academy 
in  Jacksonville  was  by  virtue  of  the  firing  into  the  building  at  Live  Oak, 
Florida,  where  the  Baptists  were  then  doing  all  of  their  educational  work. 

Under  the  above  conditions  it  was  decided  to  build  the  school  in  Jack- 
sonville where  it  thrived  under  adverse  conditions  and  the  like  until 
it  came  to  the  top  as  a  worth  while  educational  achievement.  Through 
the  various  strains  that  affect  those  who  try  to  do  the  best  at  all  times, 
the  school  continued  to  move  along  to  the  best  advantage  possible  until 
the  year  1918,  when  the  school  was  again  moved  to  the  present  site 
in  St.  Augustine. 

LOCATION 

The  college  is  located  in  the  city  of  St.  Augustine,  Florida.  The  cam- 
pus of  one  thousand  acres  comprises  natural  beauty  and  healthfulness 
which  seems  almost  unusual.  The  college  is  reached  by  the  main  line 
of  the  Florida  East  Coast  Railway. 

AIM  AND  ORGANIZATION 

The  aim  of  the  college  is  to  lessen  the  strain  of  the  gap  between 
the  high  school  and  the  university;  to  give  the  student  the  continued 
influence  of  his  home  and  church;  to  give  him  more  individual  attention 
in  the  class  room;  more  chance  for  development  for  leadership,  and  to 
provide  a  cultural  center  for  the  student.  Its  further  aim  is  to  round 
out  the  secondary  education  in  such  a  way  as  to  lead  students  into  the 
realization  of  such  ideals  of  scholarship  and  character  as  will  serve 
as  the  basis  for  further  study  in  undergraduate  or  professional  schools, 
or  for  worth  while  service  in  life,  particularly  in  the  teaching  profession. 

The  organization  of  the  college  includes  the  following  divisions: 
The  Division  of  Arts  and  Sciences  (The  Liberal  Arts  College) 
The  Division  of  Education  (including  Teacher-training  &  Practice) 
The  Division  of  Home  Economics 

THE  COLLEGE  YEAR 

The  college  year  begns  the  15th  of  September  for  Freshmen  and  all 
other  new  college  students,  and  on  the  19th  of  September  for  all  former 
students.  It  consists  of  one  session  of  thirty-six  weeks  exclusive  of 
holidays  and  is  divided  into  two  semesters  of  eighteen  weeks  each.  Stu- 
dents may  enter  at  the  beginning  of  any  semester. 
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Buildings  and  Grounds 

LAND — The  campus  of  the  college  consists  of  a  tract  of  land  of  about 
one  thousand  acres,  and  all  is  under  cultivation  except  the  site  of  the 
actual  campus. 

ANDERSON  HALL — The  oldest  building  on  the  campus,  erected 
through  the  generosity  of  the  late  Dr.  Anderson  of  this  city,  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $50,000,  contains  administrative  offices,  class  rooms, 
the  library  and  the  auditorium. 

PICKFORD  HALL — A  thoroughly  constructed  modern  brick  building 
with  space  for  laboratories,  and  class  rooms. 

BACON  HALL — A  dormitory  for  young  women  erected  at  a  cost  of 
$75,000,  with  adequate  accomodations  for  the  housing  of  150  students. 
Facilities  for  bathing  are  possible  on  each  corridor.  Equipped  with 
modern  furniture,  ample  light  and  ventilation,  steam  heated  and  modern 
in  every  way. 

FISHER  HALL— A  dormitory  for  men,  erected  at  a  cost  of  $75,000, 
and  is  modernly  equipped  in  every  way.  Contains  shower  baths  and 
lavatories  on  each  floor.  Well  ventilated  and  steam  heated,  making  the 
life  as  home-like  as  possible. 

GYMNASIUM— Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  August  Hecksher,  the 
finest  gymnasium  in  the  South  is  erected  on  the  campus.  A  swimming 
pool  is  connected  with  same,  and  there  exists  in  the  gymnasium  a  spa- 
cious floor  and  is  equipped  with  all  necessary  apparatus.  It  is  a  thing 
of  joy  and  beauty  forever. 

COTTAGES — In  addition  to  the  above,  the  college  owns  several  cot- 
tages which  are  used  as  teacher's  homes. 

LIBRARY — The  library  is  housed  in  three  rooms  in  Anderson  Hall. 
It  contains  more  than  10,000  accessioned  volumes,  exclusive  of  public 
documents,  136  current  periodicals  and  15  newspapers.  The  reference 
collection,  bound  and  current  periodicals  are  on  the  open  shelves  of  the 
reading  room.  Materials  for  collateral  reading  in  connection  with  class- 
room work  are  made  available  through  a  system  of  reserve  books.  The 
general  collection  is  kept  in  the  stack  room.  Books  from  this  collection 
may  be  drawn  by  students  for  periods  of  two  weeks  for  home  use.  The 
library  is  open  ten  and  a  half  hours  each  day. 

ROOM    EQUIPMENT 

All  bed  rooms  are  comfortably  equipped  with  single  bedsteads  and 
mattresses,  bureau,  table  and  chairs. 

Students  must,  however,  provide  themselves  with  pillows,  bed  linen, 
towels,  and  other  necessities  that  they  may  wish  for  their  own  special 
comfort. 
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LABORATORIES 

Laboratory   courses    are    provided    in    Chemistry   and    Biology   with 
ample  room,  modern  equipment  and  efficient  supervision. 


Religious  Life 

The  college  recognizes  that  there  must  be  opportunities  for  deepen- 
ing and  enrichening  the  physical,  intellectual,  moral,  and  spiritual  life 
of  the  student  if  all-around  development  is  to  be  attained.  Thus,  as  a 
means  of  developing  the  spiritual  nature  of  the  student,  much  attention 
is  given  to  the  religious  life  at  the  college.  On  Sunday  morning,  Sunday 
school  is  taught  by  members  of  the  faculty,  and  religious  services  are 
conducted  by  the  religious  director.  Students  are  required  to  attend 
these  services.  Aside  from  these  required  services,  several  voluntary 
services  are  held  by  the  students  themselves.  A  weekly  prayer  service 
is  conducted  by  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Y.  M.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A'S. 
An  annual  week  of  prayer  is  conducted  with  a  view  of  stimulating  the 
spiritual  life  of  those  students  who  are  members  of  the  church,  and  of 
influencing  those  who  are  not,  to  ally  themselves  with  the  Christian 
cause. 


Athletics 

Varsity  and  intra-mural  athletics  are  promoted,  and  are  given  an 
important  place  in  the  student  calendar  of  activities.  Emphasis  is  laid 
on  football.  While  athletics  are  not  over-emphasized,  they  are  encouraged 
for  recreation,  and  character-developing  values.  The  activities  are  super- 
vised by  the  faculty. 


Student  Organizations 

The  following  organizations  are  designed  to  give  the  student  oppor- 
tunity for  self-expression,  for  training  in  leadership,  and  for  initiative 
in  affairs  touching  student  life: 

THE  YOUNG  MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION  seeks  to  keep 
alive  Christian  life  among  the  young  men  by  discussing  questions  that 
relate  to  every-day  affairs  of  life. 
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THE  YOUNG  WOMEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION  has  in  general 
the  same  aim  as  that  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

THE  CHORAL  SOCIETY,  composed  of  thirty  or  more  members  select- 
ed by  the  director  of  music,  receives  weekly  training  in  singing.  This 
group  furnishes  music  for  Sunday  services  and  other  special  occasions. 

THE  MEN'S  GLEE  CLUB  is  composed  of  men  of  musical  ability 
interested  in  ensemble  singing. 

THE  PODRASO  CLUB  has  a  three-fold  purpose:  to  open  to  the  mind 
of  the  student  a  pleasurable  avenue  for  self-expression;  to  bring  to  him, 
through  study  and  production,  the  best  dramatic  literature,  and  finally, 
through  the  study  and  portrayal  of  dramatic  themes  and  characters,  to 
develop  in  the  mind  and  body  those  finer  instincts  and  emotions  which 
make  for  good  citizenship. 

BETA  PHI  SCIENTIFIC  SOCIETY  is  an  honorary  society,  the  aim 
of  which  is  to  develop  a  scientific  attitude,  to  encourage  precise,  analyti- 
cal thinking,  and  to  raise  scholarship  attainment  on  the  part  of  students 
of  science.  Membership  in  the  society  is  restricted  to  students  who  main- 
tain an  average  of  "B"  or  above  in  the  sciences. 

THE  FRENCH  CLUB  is  an  honorary  society,  composed  of  French 
students  who  maintain  an  average  of  C  or  above  in  French.  The  purpose 
of  this  club  is  to  promote  proficiency  in  the  use  of  the  language  and  to 
stimulate  interest  in  French  life  and  customs. 

THE  EDUCATION  CLUB  is  composed  of  all  members  of  the  Senior 
Normal  class.  The  purpose  of  the  club  is  three-fold:  to  keep  its  members 
abreast  of  progressive  trends  in  the  field  of  education;  to  foster  among 
its  members  the  development  of  a  professional  spirit;  and  to  provide 
opportunity  for  the  social  inter-mingling  of  persons  with  common  inter- 
ests in  the  profession  of  education. 

THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  LITERARY  AND  SOCIAL  CLUB  is  a  de- 
partmental organization  open  to  members  of  the  college  Home  Economics 
Division.  Through  individual  expression  and  group  discussion,  it  aims 
to  cultivate  appreciation  of  home  economics  from  a  standpoint  of  scope, 
changing  conception,  historic  and  modern  developments  and  vocational 
opportunities  and  to  provide  for  its  members  a  well-rounded  social 
program. 

THE  FRESHMAN  FORUM  is  an  organization  composed  of  members 
of  the  Freshman  College  and  Junior  Normal  classes.  The  purpose  of 
the  club  is  to  enable  the  student  to  adapt  himself  to  the  college  surround- 
ings and  to  give  him  an  opportunity  to  contribute  something  to  college 
life. 
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Instructions  to  Parents  and  Guardians 


1.  New  students  should  bring  with  them  not  less  than  fifteen  ($15.00) 
dollars  for  books  and  necessary  classroom  material. 

2.  Special  delivery  letters  will  not  reach  the  college  any  sooner  than 
any  other  first  class  mail.   For  urgent  notice  or  message,  send  telegrams. 

3.  Parents  are  promptly  notified  of  their  children's  illness.  Rumors 
sent  out  by  students  are  not  to  be  credited.  Every  care  will  be  given 
the  health  and  happiness  of  the  students  of  the  college. 

4.  Parents  are  asked  not  to  make  too  frequent  requests  for  their 
children  to  leave  the  college.  All  requests  for  young  women  students 
to  come  home  or  go  elsewhere  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Dean 
of  Women,  and  in  case  of  young  men,  to  the  Dean  of  Men.  These  requests 
should  be  made  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  time  the  student  desires 
to  leave.  Telegrams  requesting  students  to  come  home  should  state 
reasons  for  such  requests.  Communications  of  this  sort  from  parents 
to  children  will  not  be  considered. 

5.  Students  who  leave  before  the  close  of  their  first  month  are  charged 
for  a  full  month's  expenses.  All  bills  must  be  settled  one  month  in 
advance. 

6.  In  paying  bills,  parents  are  advised  to  send  money  directly  to  the 
President  rather  than  to  their  children  to  be  paid  to  the  President.  Money 
should  be  sent  by  registered  mail,  money  order,  or  certified  check.  Per- 
sonal checks  have  proved  too  troublesome  to  be  handled. 

7.  Money  orders  and  checks  should  be  made  payable  to  Florida  Nor- 
mal and  Collegiate  Institute.  While  money  orders  may  be  drawn  on  the 
St.  Augustine  Post  Office,  these  and  all  other  payments  should  be 
addressed  as  follows:

MEMBERSHIP 

Application  for  admission  should  be  made  at  least  one  month  before 
the  opening  of  the  school  year.  Blanks  are  furnished  on  request.  Students 
from  other  schools  must  present  a  statement  of  honorable  dismissal  from 
school  last  attended. 

CONDUCT 

Discipline  is  administered  with  a  view  to  the  moral  development  of 
the  student  as  well  as  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  college.  A  scrupu- 
lous regard  for  the  rules  is  required  from  each  student.  When  it  becomes 
plain  that  such  regard  is  refused,  or  that  the  student  has  no  fixed  pur- 
pose to  benefit  from  the  advantages  offered,  such  student  is  removed 
immediately  without  specific  charges. 

At  Florida  Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute  a  student  pays  in  tuition 
and  fees  only  a  small  portion  of  the  actual  cost  of  his  education.  Because 
the  college  must  invest  in  the  education  of  each  youth  who  attends, 
and  because  only  a  limited  number  can  be  served,  the  college  must 
follow  a  process  of  selective  admission,  and  limit  those  admitted  to 
students  who  are  seriously  seeking  an  education  and  retain  those  who, 
after  a  reasonable  trial,  show  progress  and  promise  in  attaining  the 
objectives  of  the  institution.  The  college  wishes  to  use  its  energies 
along  constructive,  and  not  corrective  lines,  and  will  not  be  inclined 
to  retain  students  who  make  problems  in  discipline. 

Florida  Normal  welcomes  all  students  who  are  earnest  and  law- 
abiding.  We  do  not  bid  for  those  who  have  had  trouble  at  other  schools 
or  who  are  sent  to  school  by  the  parents  or  guardians  for  reformation. 

Students  are  not  kept  at  Florida  Normal  if  it  is  discovered  that 
their  character  is  such  as  would  corrupt  others.  Our  aim  is  to  assure 
those  who  attend  this  institution,  association  with  other  students  who 
are  high  class  in  every  respect. 

Students  are  forbidden  to  have  in  their  rooms  candles,  electric  heat- 
ing and  cooking  devices,  or  inflammable  materials  of  any  kind. 

Respectful  obedience  is  expected  of  all  students  toward  members 
of  the  faculty  and  all  who  are  in  authority. 

Students  should  acquaint  themselves  thoroughly  with  the  courses 
and  the  regulations  of  the  college  before  entering.     (Study  the  catalog.) 

Florida  Normal  is  a  private  institution  and  therefore  claims  the 
privilege  of  eliminating  from  the  institution  at  any  time  any  student 
considered  unsatisfactory,  with  out  necessarily  giving  explanation  for 
dismissal. 
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Visiting  in  the  city  is  not  encouraged;  students  are  admonished  not 
to  make  problems  by  requesting  to  visit  in  the  city. 

Students  will  not  be  permitted  to  make  unnecessary  and  frequent 
visits  home.  It  is  expected  that  students  when  entering  the  college 
will  do  so  with  the  expectation  of  remaining  until  announced  holidays 
or  the  end  of  the  school  term,  except  in  case  of  sickness  or  death. 

Attendance  at  all  chapel  exercises  is  compulsory. 

Each  student  is  required  to  furnish  his  own  towels,  four  pillow  cases, 
four  sheets,  blankets,  a  bed  spread,  a  pillow,  table  and  dresser  covers. 

Each  student  must  see  to  it  that  his  trunk  is  marked  plainly  with 
his  name. 

A  student's  wardrobe  should  include  clothes  and  shoes  suitable  for 
out-of-doors  activities  and  for  general  wear  in  a  moderate  climate.  Elab- 
orate or  extensive  wardrobes  are  not  in  keeping  with  the  standards  and 
ideals  of  Florida  Normal,  and  if  students  bring  them,  their  use  is  dis- 
couraged and  may  be  prohibited. 

Every  student  should  be  provided  with  a  raincoat,  and  overshoes  or 
rubbers. 


Admission 

The  requirement  for  entrance  upon  the  work  of  the  college  is  the 
satisfactory  completion  of  the  work  of  an  approved  high  school.  Florida 
Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute  insists  upon  the  minimum  of  fifteen 
units  for  entrance  upon  college  work.  A  unit  represents  a  year's  work 
for  four  or  five  periods  a  week  in  a  secondary  school,  i.  e.,  the  equivalent 
of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  recitation  periods  of  from  forty 
to  sixty  minutes  in  length.  The  four  year  high  school  is  taken  as  a 
basis,  and  it  is  assumed  that  the  length  of  the  school  year  is  not  less 
than  thirty-two  weeks. 

Candidates  for  admission  must  present  the  units  named  in  the  fol- 
lowing list:

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Students  must  complete  at  least  two  years  in  a  foreign  language  in 
order  to  obtain  credit  towards  college  entrance. 

No  subjects  will  be  accepted  for  college  admission  that  are  not  counted 
for  graduation  by  the  high  school. 

Duplication  of  high  school  and  college  credits  is  not  permitted. 

Courses  credited  for  admission  cannot  be  repeated  in  the  college  for 
credit  toward  graduation. 

Note — No  students  are  accepted  into  the  Freshman  class  who  have 
any  conditions. 

Students  received  into  the  Freshman  class  must  have  graduated  in 
the  upper  two-thirds  of  their  high  school  classes. 

METHODS   OF    ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  are  admitted: 

(1)  By  Certificate.  This  must  include  a  complete  transcript  of  the 
student's  record  and  should  be  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  at  least 
one  month  before  the  registration  date  of  the  semester  in  which  the 
student  plans  to  enter. 

(2)  By  Examination.  Students  preesenting  fifteen  units  from  a  non- 
accredited  high  school  may  be  admitted  to  the  Freshman  class  only  upon 
the  successful  passing  of  the  College  Entrance  Examinations. 

(3)  As  a  Special  Student.  Mature  persons  who  desire  to  persue  some 
special  subjects  and  who  have  requisite  preliminary  training,  are  allowed 
to  enter  various  courses  of  the  college  without  becoming  candidates  for 
the  Junior  College  diploma.  These  students  are  subject  to  the  same 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  regular  students. 

ADMISSION    TO    ADVANCED    STANDING 

Applicants  may  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  as  a  transfer  from 
some  other  collegiate  institution  only  upon  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  The  work  for  which  credit  is  sought  must  have  been  done  in  an 
accredited  college. 

(2)  An  official  transcript  of  the  student's  record  (including  entrance 
credits)  must  be  filed  in  the  Dean's  office  before  the  student  enters  the 
college. 

(3)  The  student  must  maintain  an  average  of  at  least  "C"  during 
the  first  semester  of  residence  in  this  institution. 
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Registration 

All  students  must  register  at  the  beginning  of  each  semester  whether 
they  were  in  residence  the  preceding  semester  or  not.  And  no  student 
will  be  permitted  to  register  in  the  Fall  semester  after  the  end  of  the 
fourth  scholastic  day  immediately  following  the  day  appointed  for  regis- 
tration, except  that  he  pays  a  late  registration  fee  of  $1.00,  and  will  be 
allowed  to  carry  half  credit,  only,  for  that  semester;  no  student  will  be 
permitted  to  register  in  the  Spring  semester  after  the  end  of  the  third 
scholastic  day  immediately  following  the  day  appointed  for  registration, 
except  that  he  submits  to  the  above  regulation. 

NOTE — Students  will  receive  two  unexcused  absences  in  each  class 
missed  previous  to  or  immediately  following  an  announced  holiday. 

The  Curricula 

The  Florida  Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute  embraces  three  curricula: 
The  Junior  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  the  Home  Economics,  and  the 
Teacher-Training.  The  programs  of  study  are  so  arranged  that  during 
the  first  two  years  of  one's  college  course,  the  student  will  persue  courses 
that  are  intended  primarily  to  enable  him  to  lay  a  broad  foundation  for 
later  specialization.  The  courses  are  planned  so  as  to  supplement  the 
high  school  curriculum.  They  consist  of  survey  courses  in  varied  fields 
and  are  designed  to  give  the  student  a  rich  background  in  general 
culture. 

Requirements  for  the  Junior  College  Diploma 

A  candidate  for  the  Junior  College  diploma  must  present  in  all  at 
least  sixty-two  (62)  semester  hours  of  credit,  and  sixty-two  (62)  grade 
points  aside  from  the  requirement  in  physical  education  and  orientation. 
The  student  must  fulfill  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  faculty  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  Junior  College  curriculum.  Students  coming  from  other 
institutions  must  complete  in  residence  at  least  thirty-two  (32)  of  the 
required  semester  hours  of  credit  for  graduation  and  at  least  thirty-two 
(32)  grade  points. 

CREDIT 

In  the  college  the  unit  of  credit  is  the  "semester  hour."  One  semes- 
ter hour  of  credit  is  granted  for  the  successful  completion  of  one  clock 
hour  weekly  of  lecture  or  recitation,  or  of  two  clock  hours  weekly  of 
laboratory  work  for  one  semester  of  seventeen  or  eighteen  weeks. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  REQUIREMENT 

Physical  education  is  required  of  all  students  two  hours  per  week 
through  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years.     At  least  once  a  year,  each 
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student   will    undergo    a    thorough    physical    examination. 

All  students  will  be  required  to  wear  the  regulation  uniform  in  phy- 
sical education  classes. 

For  women,  the  uniform  will  consist  of  a  white  middy  blouse,  dark 
blue  flannel  zipnicks,  black  cotton  hose,  and  white  keds. 

For  men,  the  uniform  will  consist  of  white  trunks,  athletic  shirt,  ath- 
letic supporter,  and  gym  shoes. 

Note — No  grade  lower  than  "C"  will  be  accepted  in  physical  educa- 
tion, and  a  student  making  lower  than  "C"  will  receive  the  grade  "INC" 
in  all  courses  for  that  semester  until  the  grade  "INC"  will  have  been 
removed  in  physical  education,  which  will  be  by  repetition  of  that  semes- 
ter's work  in  physical  education,  only. 


SCHOLARSHIP    REQUIREMENT 

The  quality  of  a  student's  work  in  a  course  shall  be  reported  to  the 
office  of  the  dean  by  the  following  letters:  A,  B,  C,  D,  F,  Inc.,  X,  and  Wd. 

A,  denotes  excellent  scholarship;  B,  superior  merit;  C,  of  good  aver- 
age quality;  D,  poor;  F,  indicates  failure;  a  student  receiving  such  a 
grade  must  repeat  the  course  when  next  such  a  course  is  offered.  Inc., 
indicates  that  the  course  is  incomplete;  work  reported  incomplete  at  the 
end  of  any  semester  and  not  made  up  by  the  beginning  of  the  corres- 
ponding semester  of  the  following  year  can  be  given  credit  by  repetition 
in  class,  only.  X,  denotes  that  the  student  was  absent  from  examination. 
Wd.,  indicates  that  the  student  withdrew  from  classes  before  the  end 
of  the  semester. 


DETERMINING  SCHOLARSHIP  AND  AWARDING  HONORS 

For  determining  scholarship  and  awarding  honors,  the  following  sys- 
tem of  point  values  corresponding  to  the  above  grades  is  used: 
For  each  semester  hour  of  A,  three  honor  points. 
For  each  semester  hour  of  B,  two  honor  points. 
For  each  semester  hour  of  C,  one  honor  point. 
For  each  semester  hour  of  D,  no  honor  point. 
The   academic   grades   required  for   graduation   must   yield   at  least 
sixty-two  grade  points. 

HONORS 

1.  To  be  graduated  a  first  honor  student,  one  must  have  spent  at 
least  two  years  in  residence  at  the  college  and  have  earned  an  average 
of  2.7  to  3.00  and  no  grade  must  be  below  B. 

2.  To  be  graduated  a  second  honor  student,  one  must  have  spent  at 
least  two  years  in  residence  at  the  college  and  have  earned  an  average 
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of  2.5  to  2.69,  and  no  grade  must  be  below  C. 

3.  To  be  graduated  a  third  honor  student,  one  must  have  spent  at 
least  three  semesters  at  the  college  and  must  have  earned  an  average 
of  2.00  to  2.49. 

Grades  in  Physical  Education  are  not  considered  in  determining 
honors. 

STUDENT    LOAD 

Each  student  will  be  expected  to  carry  as  a  minimum  requirement 
fifteen  semester  hours  of  work  a  week.  Only  students  who  have  a 
general  average  of  "B"  will  be  permitted  to  carry  excess  hours;  and  in 
no  case  will  a  student  be  permitted  to  carry  in  a  semester  more  than 
eighteen  hours  of  work.  Courses  in  excess  of  the  minimum  taken  with- 
out proper  authorization  will  receive  no  credit  under  any  circumstances. 

No  student  may  participate  in  extra-curricular  activities  who  fails 
to  maintain  a  satisfactory  scholastic  record.  Failure  in  one  subject 
renders  a  student  ineligible  for  extra-curricular  activities  during  the 
following  semester. 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  STUDENTS 

To  be  classed  as  a  Sophomore,  a  student  must  have  earned  at  least 
thirty- two  (32)  semester  hours  of  credit  and  at  least  thirty- two  (32) 
grade  points. 

All  other  students  not  registered  as  "Special,"  are  ranked  as  Fresh- 
men without  regard  to  date  of  admission. 

Note — In  no  case  may  a  student  change  an  assigned  course  after  the 
first  five  days  of  any  semester. 


Special  Requirements 

1.  All  students  must  successfully  pass  a  general  examination  in 
English  Composition  and  Rhetoric  before  graduation.  This  examination 
will  be  comprehensive  rather  than  intensive  in  scope;  and  should  show 
both  the  command  of  the  ability  to  write  and  speak  correct  English,  as 
well  as  the  appreciation  of  the  significance  of  the  development  involved 
in  the  English  language  itself.  Students  failing  to  pass  this  examina- 
tion will  be  denied  the  privilege  of  graduation  until  such  an  examina- 
tion will  have  been  passed. 

These  examinations  will  be  held  on  the  first  Saturdays  in  December 
and  April  respectively  of  each  scholastic  year,  and  are  REQUIRED  OF 
EVERY  STUDENT  IN  ALL  DIVISIONS  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 
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2.  Every  student  must  make  a  grade  of  "C"  or  above  in  Freshman 
English  to  gain  credit  for  the  course;  and  no  grade  lower  than  "C"  will 
be  counted  toward  an  English  sequence.  Positively,  no  one  will  be  grad- 
uated who  is  deficient  in  English. 

3.  No  student  will  be  graduated  from  the  college  who  has  not  spent 
at  least  one  school  year  of  study  in  residence.  By  residence  is  meant, 
work  at  the  Florida  Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute  in  St.  Augustine. 

CLASS    PERIODS 

All  recitation  and  lecture  periods  are  fifty-five  minutes  net,  and  sixty 
minutes  gross,  in  duration.  All  laboratory  periods  are  one-hundred-ten 
minutes  net,  and  one-hundred-twenty  minutes  gross,  in  duration.  Two 
laboratory  periods  constitute  the  equivalent  of  one  sixty-minute  period 
in  recitation  or  lecture.  In  each  case,  10  minutes  are  allowed  for  exchange 
of  classes. 

RECORDS  OF  STUDENTS 

Final  grades  earned  in  each  course  by  students  are  mailed  from  the 
office  of  the  Dean-Registrar  to  parents  and  guardians  at  the  end  of  each 
semester. 

The  college  will  furnish  without  charge  one  complete  transcript  of 
student's  record  to  the  institution  requesting  it;  and  not  to  students 
themselves.    A  charge  of  $1.00  will  be  made  for  each  re-issuance, 

ABSENCES    FROM    CLASSES 

All  absences  begin  when  classes  start.  The  responsibility  for  attend- 
ance rests  squarely  upon  the  individual.  Under  this  plan,  the  student 
is  not  permitted  to  absent  himself  from  the  sessions  of  a  course  for  any 
reason  to  an  amount  more  than  the  number  of  hours  credit  for  which 
the  course  is  being  taken.  Thus,  three  hour  classes  will  permit  three 
absences,  etc.  Only  an  extended  illness  of  three  days  will  be  excused. 
Students  shall  receive  two  absences  for  each  class  missed  on  the  day 
previous  to  or  following  an  announced  holiday.  Three  tardies  shall 
count  as  one  absence.  Students  will  be  allowed  a  period  of  two  days 
from  date  of  absence  in  class,  in  which  time  to  obtain  excuse  for  same 
through  the  office  of  the  Dean. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  seemster.  These  are  re- 
quired of  all  students.  Any  student  who  does  not  present  himself  for  the 
examination  at  the  appointed  time,  forfeits  his  right  to  take  that  exami- 
nation, and  will  be  considered  as  having  failed  unless  he  has  been 
excused  for  reasons  deemed  sufficient  by  the  Dean  and  the  Instructor 
in  charge. 
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SPECIAL    EXAMINATIONS 

Special  examinations  are  given  to  students  who  for  adequate  reasons 
have  not  been  able  to  be  present  at  the  regular  examinations.  The  pri- 
vilege of  special  examinations  is  granted  by  the  Dean  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  instructor. 

The  student  is  charged  a  fee  of  $1.00  for  each  special  examination. 
A  receipt  from  the  treasurer  showing  that  the  fee  has  been  paid  must 
be  presented  to  the  instructor  before  the  examination  is  given. 

CHANGES    IN    REGISTRATION 

Changes  in  registration  must  be  made  through  the  office  of  the 
Dean  on  blanks  provided  for  that  purpose.  For  any  such  changes 
the  student  must  secure  the  permission  of  the  Dean  and  Instructors 
concerned.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  change  his  program  of  studies 
after  the  end  of  the  first  week  of  any  semester  unless  such  change  is 
unavoidable  or  is  necessitated  by  a  change  in  the  college  schedule,  A 
course  once  registered  for  may  not  be  dropped  without  permission  of 
the  Dean.  A  course  dropped  without  permission  is  considered  as  a  fail- 
ure and  is  so  recorded. 

TEXT   BOOKS 

Without  text  books,  it  is  impossible  to  do  satisfactory  work.  All 
students  shall  be  required  to  purchase  text  books  before  beginning  class 
exercises. 


Freshman  Week 

The  first  three  days  of  the  school  year  will  be  devoted  especially  to 
the  adjustment  of  the  Freshmen  to  their  surroundings.  The  program 
will  include  registration,  orientation,  lectures,  tests  for  diagnosis  and 
guidance,  training  in  the  use  of  the  library,  definite  information  on  the 
various  regulations  of  the  campus  and  the  opening  reception. 


Payment  of  Bills 

All  bills  are  payable,  and  must  be  paid  in  advance  each  month.  Stu- 
dents will  not  be  allowed  to  become  delinquent  in  payment  of  same, 
except  that  they  become  liable  to  the  cancellation  of  class  exercises. 
No  credit  will  be  granted  for  attendance  in  a  class  until  registration 
has  been  completed  and  proper  fees  paid. 
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BOARDING   STUDENTS'   DEPOSIT 

All  persons  applying  as  boarding  students  are  required  to  make  a 
deposit  of  three  dollars  $3.00)  upon  being  accepted.  This  amount  will 
be  credited  toward  the  reservation  of  a  room. 

Remittances  should  be  made  to  President  N.  W.  Collier  by  money 
order,  registered  letter,  or  by  express  money  order. 

WITHDRAWAL  AND  REFUND 

Formal  application  for  withdrawal  must  be  made  to  the  Dean 
and  permission  granted  before  a  student  leaves  the  college.  No  remis- 
sion of  fees  will  be  allowed  students  who  do  not  formally  withdraw. 

Students  who  withdraw  within  the  first  month  of  a  semester  will  be 
reimbursed  two-thirds  of  the  tuition  fee.  Annual  fees  and  laboratory 
fees  are  non-refundable.  No  refund  will  be  made  for  board  for  absence 
of  less  than  a  week.  Students  who  withdraw  after  the  first  month  will 
be  reimbursed  for  board  only. 

Note — All  bills  for  each  semester  must  be  settled  in  full  before  a 
student  will  be  allowed  to  register  for  the  following  semester,  and  all 
accounts  for  the  year  must  be  settled  before  students  will  be  permitted 
to  take  examination  at  the  end  of  the  spring  semester.

Description  of  Courses 

DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION  ARRANGED  BY  UNITS 

ENGLISH— LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE 

ENGLISH  100  (Sub-Freshman  English) — Grammar  and  Composition 
(Freshman  year — Each  semester).  This  course  is  designed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  students  who  show  deficiency  in  the  fundamentals  of  English 
Grammar.  The  grammar  of  good  usage  and  the  mechanics  of  English 
expression  receive  intensive  treatment.  Strong  insistence  is  placed  upon 
the  mastery  of  principles  through  writing.  Individual  difficulties  receive 
special  attention.  Daily  themes  are  required.  This  course  is  planned 
primarily  for  those  students  who  fail  to  pass  the  preliminary  test  in 
English.    Three  hours  of  recitation  each  week.    No  credit. 

Text:  Rand— The  Freshman  Tutor. 

Note — Students  who,  in  the  estimation  of  the  instructor,  demonstrate 
ability  to  carry  the  regular  Freshman  work  may  be  transferred 
to  the  regular  credit  courses  at  the  end  of  the  fall  semester. 

ENGLISH  101  and  102 — Freshman  Grammar,  Composition  and  Spell- 
ing— (Each  semester.)  These  courses  are  intended  to  teach  the  funda- 
mentals of  clear  and  effective  composition.  They  consist  of  fundamentals 
of  grammar  and  rhetoric,  letter  writing,  paragraph  development,  out- 
lining, note-taking,  library  assignments,  etc.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
exposition,  description  and  narration.  Weekly  themes  are  required;  also 
impromptu  and  sustained  writing.  Attention  is  given  to  methods  of 
study  and  to  basic  principles  of  literary  technique  and  appreciation. 

Credit,  6  semester  hours. 

Texts:  Greever — The  Century  Collegiate  Handbook.  Slater — Fresh- 
man Rhetoric. 
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Note — Only  provisional  passing  grades  are  given  in  these  courses. 
If  in  the  estimation  of  the  instructor,  the  student  is  later  found  to 
be  deficient,  he  may  be  required  to  repeat  one  semester  or  ita 
equivalent.  Students  who,  in  the  estimation  of  the  instructor, 
demonstrate  inability  to  carry  the  regular  credit  courses,  at  the 
end  of  the  first  six  weeks,  may  be  transferred  to  the  sub-freshman 
course. 

ENGLISH  201  and  202— Survey  of  English  Literature— (Sophomore 
Year — Each  Semester.)  This  course  aims  to  introduce  the  beginning 
student  to  the  writings  of  the  most  important  English  authors.  Begin- 
ning with  Beowulf,  it  endeavors  to  show  how  these  writings,  both  in  form 
and  content,  express  each  author's  personality  in  its  reaction  to  contem- 
porary ideals.  Detailed  attention  is  given  to  the  principal  writers  of 
the  Romantic  and  Victorian  eras.    Credit,  6  semester  hours. 

Text:  McClelland  and  Baugh — Century  Types  of  English  Literature. 

ENGLISH  205— Vocational  English— (Sophomore  Year— Fall  Semes- 
ter.) Open  to  Home  Economics  students.  This  course  aims  to  teach  the 
composition  of  various  types  of  business  writing.  The  principles  of 
English  composition  will  be  systematically  studied  as  embodied  in  the 
most  approved  modern  reports,  letters  and  advertisements.  Credit,  3 
semester  hours. 

Text:   Thompson — Technical  Exposition. 

ENGLISH  207— Children's  Literature— (Sophomore  Year— Fall  Se- 
mester.) In  this  course  a  study  will  be  made  of  the  literature  suitable 
for  the  elementary  grades,  including  folk  rhymes,  folk  stories,  fables, 
myths,  legends,  modern  verse  and  nature  stories;  practice  in  story  telling 
and  simple  dramatization.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Clippinger — Children's  Literature. 

SPEECH  206 — Public  Speaking — (Sophomore  year — Spring  semester.) 
Required  of  all  Sophomores.  This  course  gives  training  in  the  selection 
of  subject,  organization  of  material,  the  principles  and  qualities  of  style, 
and  the  effective  delivery  of  speeches  for  different  occasions.  The  student 
is  given  much  actual  practice,  in  the  preparation  and  presentation  of 
the  formal  speeches,  the  didactic,  forensic,  political  and  other  forms  of 
address.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Woolbert — Fundamentals  of  Speech. 

ENGLISH  209  and  210— Advanced  English  Composition— (Required 
of  Senior  Normals.)  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  develop  a  practical 
appreciation  of  English  grammar  in  the  experience  of  those  who  expect 
to  teach.  A  thorough  study  of  the  form  of  discourse  is  made;  applica- 
tion of  which  is  made  through  theme  writing  and  oral  reports.  Credit, 
3  semester  hours. 

Text:  To  be  selected. 
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ENGLISH  212 — Oral  Reading  and  Phonics,  including  Materials  and 
Methods — (Spring  Semester.)  This  course  is  designed  for  students  who 
expect  to  teach  in  the  elementary  grades.  It  includes  various  methods 
of  teaching  beginners  to  read,  word  and  phonic  drills,  blackboard  work, 
flash  cards,  and  the  development  of  seat  work  in  reading.  Attention  is 
given  to  the  measuring  of  results  in  reading.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Pennell  and  Cusack — How  To  Teach  Reading. 

MODERN  FOREIGN  LANGUAGES 

FRENCH 

FRENCH  101  and  102— Elementary  French— (Freshman  year— Each 
semester.)  Primary  object:  To  enable  the  student  to  understand  easy 
French,  written  and  spoken,  and  to  accumulate  a  store  of  linguistic 
material.  Also  will  be  included  grammar,  pronunciation,  reading  of 
simple  texts,  vocabulary  drill  and  sentence  expansion.  This  course  is 
open  to  those  receiving  no  admission  credit  in  French.  Credit,  8  semester 
hours.    Credit  for  full  year  only. 

Text:  To  be  selected. 

FRENCH  103  and  104— Intermediate  French— (Each  seemster.)  In 
this  course  emphasis  is  placed  on  linguistic  fluency  and  accuracy  both 
in  comphehension  and  reproduction.  Continued  stress  on  pronunciation 
and  the  understanding  of  the  spoken  French.  French  composition,  dicta- 
tion and  memorization.  Prerequisite,  French  101  and  102,  or  two  units 
of  high  school  French.    Credit,  6  semester  hours. 

Text:  To  be  selected. 

FRENCH  201  and  202— Advanced  French— (Each  semester.)  A  rapid 
reading  course  in  which  attention  will  be  given  to  conversation  and  com- 
position. Weekly  compositions  and  prepared  topics  for  five  minute  talks 
in  French;  the  reading  of  French  literature  chosen  from  the  19th  century 
novels,  short  stories,  poetry  and  drama.  Special  study  of  idioms  and 
tense  uses.  500  pages  is  the  minimum  amount  of  class  and  collateral 
reading.    Prerequisite,  French  103  and  104.    Credit,  6  semester  hours. 

Text:  To  be  selected. 

GERMAN 

GERMAN  101  and  102— Elementary  German— (Each  semester. )  This 
is  the  beginning  course  in  German,  and  is  designed  to  give  to  the  student 
careful  drill  upon  pronunciation,  drill  upon  the  rudiments  of  grammar, 
dictation,  translation  of  easy  prose  and  verse,  and  German  composition. 
Reading  of  about  150  pages.  Credit,  8  semester  hours.  Credit  for  full 
year  only. 
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SOCIAL    SCIENCES 

HISTORY  AND   GEOGRAPHY 

HISTORY  103— Ancient  and  Medieval  History— (Fall  semester.) 
Required  of  all  Freshmmen.  A  brief  survey  of  the  contributions  of  the 
ancient  world  and  of  the  Middle  Ages  to  European  civilization,  the 
course  will  deal  with  important  political,  economic  and  intellectual 
achievements  from  the  fifteenth  century  to  the  close  of  the  eighteenth. 
It  will  treat  of  the  so-called  Renaissance,  the  spirit  of  reform  and  revolt, 
the  expansion  of  Europe,  monarchy  by  divine  right,  and  the  various 
aspects  of  the  "Old  Regime,"  the  French  Revolution,  the  era  of  Napo- 
leon. Lectures,  readings,  reports  and  discussions.  Credit,  3  semester 
hours. 

Text:  Hayes  and  Moon — Ancient  and  Medieval  History, 

HISTORY  104— Modern  European  History — (Spring  semester.)  Re- 
quired of  Freshmen.  This  course  is  designed  as  an  introduction  to  cur- 
rent national  and  international  problems.  The  principal  topics  will  be 
the  work  of  the  Congress  of  Vienna  in  reshaping  the  map  of  Europe, 
the  Industrial  Revolution,  the  development  of  Italian  and  German  unity, 
the  Third  French  Republic,  the  rise  of  Russia,  the  intellectual  achieve- 
ments of  the  nineteenth  century,  modern  social  problems,  and  imperial- 
ism in  Africa  and  the  Orient.  Lectures,  collateral  readings,  reports  and 
discussions.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:   Schapiro — Modern  and  Contemporary  European  History. 

HISTORY  105— American  History— The  United  States  and  the  Con- 
stitution. (Fall  semester.)  This  course  deals  with  the  history  of  the 
United  States  from  European  backgrounds  to  1850.  Due  consideration 
is  given  to  the  institutional,  economic,  and  social  life  of  the  English 
colonies,  also  the  revolutionary  movement  and  the  formation  of  the  con- 
stitution.   Recitations  and  collateral  readings.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Forman — A  History  of  the  American  People. 

HISTORY  106— A  continuation  of  History  105— (Spring  semester.) 
This  course  deals  with  the  United  States  from  1850  to  the  present  time. 
This  course  will  begin  with  a  more  intensive  study  of  the  conflicting 
interests  of  the  North  and  South.  It  will  analize  the  compromise  mea- 
sures intended  to  prevent  the  impending  conflict.  Intensive  attention  will 
be  given  to  the  Civil  War  and  the  period  immediately  following,  to  the 
reconstruction  period  through  the  study  of  the  World  War.  Credit,  3 
semester  hours. 

Text:  Forman — A  History  of  the  American  People. 

GEOGRAPHY 

GEOGRAPHY  101— Principles  of  Geography— (Fall  semester.)  This 
course  is  designed  to  give  a  general  review  in  geography  with  emphasis 
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placed  on  many  of  the  advanced  features  of  the  subject.  Credit,  3  semes- 
ter hours. 

Text:  To  be  selected. 

GEOGRAPHY  102— World  Geography— (Spring  semester.)  Thia 
course  places  emphasis  upon  the  world  and  shows  how  man  is  affected 
by  his  environment.  The  subject-matter  is  reviewed  by  regions  and  new 
views  given  of  familiar  facts.  Each  student  is  required  to  select  and 
execute  a  project  which  involves  the  use  of  geographic  principles.  Credit, 
3  semester  hours. 

Text:  To  be  selected. 

NATURAL  SCIENCES  AND  MATHEMATICS 
BIOLOGY 

BIOLOGY  100— Educational  Biology— (Fall  semester.)  This  is  a  gen- 
eral course  in  animal  biology  leading  to  an  understanding  of  heredity, 
and  difference  in  individual  development.  Also  entailing  a  study  of  the 
reasons  for  these  differences  causing  the  variable  response  of  a  group 
of  individuals,  the  factors  affecting  adaptation  and  response  to  situations 
and  environment.   Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Eikenberry  and  Waldon — Educational  Biology. 

BIOLOGY  101  and  102— General  Biology— (Each  semester.)  This  is 
a  general  course  in  Biology  entailing  the  study  of  both  plant  and  animal 
life  leading  to  a  conception  of  development  and  adaptation  of  living 
things  and  especially  the  human  body.    Credit,  8  semester  hours. 

Texts:  Woodruff — Foundations  of  Biology.  Baitsell — Biological  Forms 

BIOLOGY  216— Nature  Study  for  the  Elementary  Grades— (Spring 
semester.)  This  course  is  designed  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
materials  necessary  for  teaching  nature  study  in  the  elementary  grades. 
The  aim  of  the  course  is  threefold:  (1)  Training  in  the  selection  of  nat- 
ural materials  available  in  the  average  community;  (2)  development  of 
an  appreciative  attitude  toward  nature;  and  (3)  to  show  how  the  fields 
and  woods  may  be  utilized  in  teaching  the  students  of  the  elementary 
grades.    Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Text:  Comstock — A  Manual  of  Nature  Study. 

CHEMISTRY 

CHEMISTRY  101  and  102— Inorganic  Chemistry— (Each  semester.) 
This  course  covers  the  general  field  of  inorganic  chemistry.  The  chem- 
istry of  metals  and  non-metals,  and  the  principles  and  theories,  and 
calculations  are  emphasized.  Two  hours  are  devoted  to  lectures,  recita- 
tions, quizzes,  and  four  hours  to  laboratory  practice.  Credit,  8  semester 
hours. 

Text:  Newell — College  Chemistry. 
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CHEMISTRY  204— Organic  Chemistry — (Spring  semester.)  This 
course  is  designed  to  give  an  introduction  to  the  study  of  carbon  com- 
pounds, both  aliphatic  and  aromatic,  and  is  designed  to  give  the  student 
a  thorough  understanding  of  the  properties  of  characteristic  organic 
groups  in  order  that  he  may  have  a  working  knowledge  when  taking 
up  work  in  medicine  or  industry.  Prerequisite,  Chemistry  101  and  102. 
Two  hours  lecture,  four  laboratory  periods  per  week.  Credit,  4  semes- 
ter hours. 

Text:  Long  and  Harrow — Organic  Chemistry. 

MATHEMATICS 

MATHEMATICS  101— College  Algebra— (Fall  semester.)  This  course 
covers  the  following  topics:  the  quadratic  equation,  ratio  and  proportion, 
mathematical  induction,  binomial  theorem,  graphical  representation  of 
numbers,  probability,  determinants,  scales  of  notation,  complex  num- 
bers, etc.  Prerequisite,  Advanced  Algebra  or  the  successful  passing  of 
the  College  entrance  examination  in  mathematics.  Credit,  4  semester 
hours. 

Text:  Hawks — College  Algebra. 

MATHEMATICS  102— College  Plane  Trigonometry— (Spring  semes- 
ter.) This  course  will  consist  of  problems  involving  practical  applica- 
tions of  trigonometry.  Much  attention  will  be  given  to  trigonometric 
equations  and  identities.  Prerequisites,  one  year  of  Algebra,  one  year 
of  Geometry,  and  Mathematics  101.    Credit,  4  semester  hours. 

Text:   Rothrock — Plane  and   Spherical  Trigonometry. 

MATHEMATICS  104— Arithmetic  for  Teachers— (Spring  semester.) 
This  course  embraces  a  review  of  arithmetic  for  the  elementary  grades. 
Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  materials  to  be  used  in  the  grades  and  on 
standards  of  speed,  accuracy,  and  reasoning  power.  Credit,  3  semester 
hours. 

Text:  Roundtree  and  Taylor — Arithmetic  for  Teachers. 

MATHEMATICS  201— Plane  Analytical  Geometry— (Fall  semester.) 
This  course  treats  of  coordinate  systems,  projections,  loci,  straight  lines, 
conies,  parametric  and  empirical  equations,  with  a  discussion  of  the 
general  equation  of  the  second  degree.  Prerequisite,  Mathematics  101 
and  102.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  To  be  selected. 
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Division  of  Elementary  Education 
and  Psychology 

INCLUDING  TEACHER-TRAINING    AND    PRACTICE 


The  division  of  Elementary  Education  includes  the  departments  of 
Elementary  Education,  Psychology,  Public  School  Music,  and  Physical 
Education.  It  attempts  (1)  to  aid  teachers  and  prospective  teachers  in 
acquiring  a  thorough  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  subject  matter  as 
a  means  of  interpreting  life  more  fully;  (2)  to  gain  a  thorough  know- 
ledge of  Educational  Biology  and  Psychology  that  they  may  understand 
and  appreciate  the  nature  of  the  child,  and  the  laws  of  learning;  and 
(3)  to  train  the  students  in  the  technique  of  teaching  through  directed 
observation  and  closely  supervised  teaching. 

Most  of  the  basic  content  subjects  are  taught  in  the  first  year.  The 
second  year  is  devoted  mainly  to  supervised  practice  teaching,  and  other 
courses  that  bear  upon  methods  and  the  teaching  phase  of  the  subjects. 
This  course  is  based  upon  graduation  from  an  accredited  secondary 
school. 

SPECIAL    REQUIREMENTS 

Students  are  advised  against  assuming  graduation  on  account  of  com- 
pleting required  courses.  The  institution  reserves  the  right  to  withhold 
graduation  of  any  person  who  does  not  meet  general  requirements. 

The  determining  factor  for  recommendation  for  graduation  will  be  the 
final  judgment  of  the  ability  to  teach  and  conduct  a  class. 

Students  deficient  in  spelling  will  take  spelling  until  an  average 
grade  is  made  in  it. 

The  institution  reserves  the  right  to  exact  more  work  in  English, 
Arithmetic,  History  and  various  content  subjects  where  students  do  not 
show  signs  of  adequate  knowledge  and  ability  in  the  practice  of  these 
fields. 

Note — No  grade  lower  than  "C"  will  be  counted  toward  an  English 
sequence,  in  this  department. 

"Practice  Teaching  will  be  required  of  each  student  until  ability  to 
plan  a  lesson,  manage  a  class,  teach  a  class,  and  show  efficiency  in  general 
methods  in  all  the  subjects  taught  in  the  elementary  school  are  demon- 
strated. This  cannot  be  satisfied  by  examination  but  must  be  satisfied 
by  supervised  teaching  in  the  elementary  school." 

Positively,  no  one  will  be  graduated  who  is  deficient  in  English,  nor 
does  not  meet  general  as  well  as  specific  requirements.

DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION  ARRANGED   BY  UNITS 

ELEMENTARY    EDUCATION    AND    PSYCHOLOGY 

ART 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  113— Penmanship  and  Methods— (Freshman 
Year — Fall  semester.)  This  course  includes  a  study  of  the  pedagogical 
and  hygienic  problems  which  are  involved  in  the  teaching  of  handwriting. 
Speed  and  its  measurements,  the  quality  of  the  written  product,  legi- 
bility, ease  of  movement  in  inscribing  ideas  in  script  are  objectives. 
Required  of  teachers  working  for  the  elementary  certificate.  Credit, 
2  semester  hours. 

Materials:  Locker's  Teaching  Outfit.  Stone  and  Smalley's  Manuscript 
Writing — Books  1  and  11. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  114— Industrial  Arts  for  Elementary  Teachers 
(Spring  Semester.)  This  course  includes  manual  activities  with  such 
materials  as  are  suitable  for  the  elementary  grades.  The  relation  between 
the  fine  arts  and  the  industrial  arts  is  stressed.  Credit,  2  semester  hours. 
Fee  for  materials  $1.00. 

Text:  Bonser  and  Mossman — Industrial  Arts  for  Elementary  Schools. 

EDUCATION 

EDUCATION  00— Orientation— How  to  Study  and  Study  Habits— 
(Freshman  Year — Each  semester.)  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to 
introduce  the  college  to  the  student.  It  aims  to  create  proper  attitudes 
and  to  set  up  correct  habits  of  work,  recreation  and  conduct.  This  course 
involves  textbook  assignments,  lectures,  reports.   No  credit. 

Text:  Crawford— The  Technique  of  Study. 

EDUCATION  101— Introduction  to  Education— (Fall  semester.)  This 
course  is  designed  to  help  students  to  analyze  teaching  as  a  vocation — 
to  get  such  a  preview  of  the  educative  process  that  each  succeeding 
course  in  education  will  be  more  easily  assimilated;  and  to  show  present- 
day  organization,  tendencies  and  problems  of  education.  Credit,  3  semes- 
ter hours. 

Text:  Frazier  and  Armentrout — Introduction  To  Education. 
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EDUCATION  102— Class  Room  Management— (Freshman  Year- 
Spring  semester.)  This  course  is  designed  to  prepare  teachers  to  do 
effective  work  in  the  class  rooms.  It  aims  to  help  the  student  to  under ^ 
stand  and  solve  the  problems  of  class  management.  Discipline,  order, 
drill,  general  set-up  are  the  main  considerations.  Credit,  3  semester 
hours. 

Text:   Sears — Class  Room  Organization  and  Control. 

EDUCATION  205— Health  Education— (Fall  semester.)  This  course 
is  designed  to  study  the  conditions  that  affect  the  physical  and  mental 
vigor  of  children  and  teacher,  and  relate  the  school  to  the  health  of  the 
home  and  community.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Dresslar — School  Hygiene. 

EDUCATION  210— Principles  of  Elementary  Teaching— (Fall  Semes- 
ter.) This  course  aims  to  show  how  the  principles  of  psychology  are 
involved  in  the  teaching  process,  and  to  acquaint  the  student  with  differ- 
ent types  of  class  procedure.  A  survey  will  be  made  of  recent  experi- 
ments in  the  teaching  of  the  fundamental  subjects,  their  results  evaluated 
and  the  necessary  equipment  and  supplementary  materials  listed  and 
discussed.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:   Mossman — Teaching  and  Learning  in  the  Elemenary   School. 

EDUCATION  211— Supervised  Practice  Teaching— (Either  semester.) 
This  course  will  enable  the  students  to  participate  in  teaching  under 
a  supervisory  teacher.  Directed  teaching,  in  which  the  student  comes 
gradually  to  assume  full  responsibility  for  the  instruction,  management, 
and  discipline  of  the  class.  Directed  teaching  appointments  are  made 
through  the  semester.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Meade — Supervision  of  Teaching. 

EDUCATION  214 — Rural  School  Management— (Spring  semester.) 
This  course  seeks  to  analyze  and  to  suggest  approaches  to  the  solution 
of  certain  problems  of  rural  education.  Especial  attention  is  given  to 
the  institutional  and  community  responsibilities  of  the  rural  school 
teacher.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Lowth — The  Country  Teacher  at  Work. 

PUBLIC   SCHOOL   MUSIC 

MUSIC  114 — Public  School  Music — (Spring  semester.)  This  course 
aims  to  prepare  the  student  to  direct  the  music  of  grades  one  to  seven. 
In  grades  one  to  three,  special  attention  will  be  given  to  teaching  of 
rote  songs,  the  care  of  the  child  voice,  and  the  proper  method  of  leading 
from  song  to  notation.  In  grades  four  to  seven,  emphasis  will  be  placed 
on  the  teaching  of  phrase  conception,  the  presentation  of  new  keys, 
simple  and  compound  measure,  and  the  use  of  helpful  rhythmical  exer- 
cises.  An  effort  is  made  to  develop  music  appreciation  through  the  use 
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of  myths,  pictures,  and  a  study  of  musical  instruments.   Credit,  3  semes- 
ter hours. 

Text:  Farnsworth — Education  Through  Music. 

PHYSICAL    EDUCATION 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  101  and  102— Floor  Work  and  Calisthenics 
(Freshman  Year — (Each  semester.)  This  course  deals  with  marching 
tactics,  beginners  gymnastics,  rhythms,  mimics  drills,  inter-class  games, 
hiking,  track  and  field  sports.  The  course  is  elementary  and  is  intended 
to  develop  the  sense  of  rhythm,  and  muscular  strength  and  control.  Re- 
quired of  both  men  and  women.   Credit,  %  semester  hour. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  201  and  202— Advanced  Floor  Work  and 
Calisthenics — (Sophomore  Year — Each  semester.)  This  course  deals  with 
marching,  swimming,  and  diving,  advanced  gymnastics,  games  (inter- 
class),  track  and  field  sports.  This  is  an  advanced  course,  based  directly 
upon  the  results  secured  in  Physical  Education  101  and  102,  which  is 
preparatory  to  and  is  required  before  taking  this  course.  Credit,  % 
semester  hour. 

PSYCHOLOGY 

PSYCHOLOGY  103— General  Psychology— (Fall  semester.)  The  pur- 
pose of  this  course  is  to  give  the  beginner  a  general  knowledge  of  the 
facts  and  processes  of  the  human  mind,  together  with  a  somewhat  de- 
tailed account  of  the  nervous  system  with  which  these  facts  and  processes 
are  inseperably  connected.  This  course  will  include  such  problems  as 
the  sense  organs,  functions  of  the  brain  and  the  higher  processes — 
attention,  memory,  emotion,  volition,  etc.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Gates — Elementary  Psychology. 

PSYCHOLOGY    106— Educational    Psychology— (Spring    semester.) 

This  course  deals  with  the  introductory  study  of  facts  and  laws  of 
behavior  and  consciousness,  giving  the  practical  application  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  psychology  to  educational  problems.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the 
learning  process,  transfer,  drill,  interest,  motivation  and  problem  solving. 
Prerequisite,  Physchology  103.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Benson  and  Others — Psychology  of  Education. 

PSYCHOLOGY  209— Child  Psychology— (Fall  semester.)  The  pur- 
pose of  this  course  is  to  give  prospective  teachers  a  practical  knowledge 
of  the  physical  and  mental  nature  of  school  children.  The  course  is  based 
on  a  recognition  of  the  child  as  a  product  of  evolution,  heredity,  and  en- 
vironment. Special  stress  is  laid  on  the  significance  of  infancy  and  the 
characteristics  which  mark  the  various  states  of  the  growth  of  the  child 
from  infancy  to  maturity.  Observation  and  study  of  school  children 
form  a  part  of  the  work,  thus  making  the  child  the  actual  basis  of  study. 
Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Strang — Introduction  to  Child  Study. 
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The  Division  of  Home  Economics 


The  general  aim  of  the  courses  in  Home  Economics  is  to  prepare 
students  for  civic  and  economic  responsibility  by  means  of  training  in 
the  selection  and  use  of  foods  and  clothing  and  household  equipment, 
and  by  means  of  instruction  in  the  correlated  subjects. 

The  more  specific  aims  are:  (1)  to  train  students  thoroughly  in  the 
utilization  of  all  modern  resources,  in  the  application  of  the  sciences 
fundamental  to  good  living,  and  in  developing  skill  in  the  science  and 
art  of  teaching  vocational  home  economics  in  the  elementary  schools; 
(2)  to  give  a  general  knowledge  of  home  making  problems.

Description  of  Courses 

DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION  ARRANGED  BY  UNITS 
APPLIED  ART 

APPLIED  ART  103— Principles  of  Art  and  Design— (Fall  semester.) 
This  course  embraces  a  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  art  and 
design,  developed  and  applied  to  problems  relative  to  every  day  life. 

Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Text:  Goldstein — Art  in  Every  Day  Life. 

CLOTHING  AND  TEXTILES 

HOME  ECONOMICS  113— Textile  Appreciation— (Fall  Semester.) 
This  course  covers  the  selection  of  textiles  for  personal  and  household 
uses.  A  study  is  made  of  the  textiles,  fibers,  their  sources,  production, 
characteristics,  identification  and  uses  primarily  from  the  economic 
aspect.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:   Baker — Clothing  Selection  and  Purchase. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  214— Clothing— (Spring  Semester.)  This  course 
covers  a  study  and  practice  in  the  use  of  the  sewing  machine  in  the 
construction  of  such  garments  as  underwear,  wash  dresses,  and  children's 
clothing  appreciation  relative  to  health,  art  principles,  social  and  econom- 
ical aspects.  The  course  also  emphasizes  wise  choice  of  personal  ward- 
robe, clothing  budget,  and  proper  care  of  clothing.  Credit,  3  semester 
hours. 

Text:  Jordan — Clothing  Fundamental  Problems. 
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FOODS  AND  NUTRITION 

HOME  ECONOMICS  116— Methods  and  Skill  in  Cookery— (Spring 
Semester.)  This  course  includes  a  general  study  of  food  selection,  mar- 
keting, and  preparation  and  serving  with  special  emphasis  on  nutritive 
value,  digestibility,  scientific  principles  of  cooking  and  hostess  courte- 
sies.   Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Kansas  State  College  Press — Practical  Cookery. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  215— Meal  Planning,  Service  and  Nutrition— 
(Fall  semester.)  This  course  covers  the  work  giving  a  practical  know- 
ledge of  meal  preparation  and  service  from  the  standpoint  of  such  prin- 
ciples in  food  selection  as  source,  availability,  cost,  food  value,  food 
combination,  and  food  preparation  involving  the  economical,  physical, 
aesthetic,  and  social  aspects  of  serving  formal  and  informal  meals.  Pre- 
requisite, Home  Economics  116.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Gatchell — Hand  Book  for  Menu  Planning. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  AGRICULTURE 

HOME  ECONOMICS  102— Poultry,  Dairying  and  Gardening— (Fall 
semester.)  This  course  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  students  who 
expect  to  develop  into  outstanding  home  economics  teachers.  Individual 
and  practical  work  in  the  care  of  home  garden,  horticulture,  poultry 
raising  and  dairying  will  be  included.   Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Lammon  and  Kinghorne — Practical  Poultry  Production. 


HOME  ECONOMICS   EDUCATION 

HOME  ECONOMICS  207— Methods  of  Teaching  Home  Economies— 
(Fall  semester.)  The  course  embraces  a  study  of  the  definite  aims  in 
home  economics.  Objectives  for  the  course  in  public  schools,  selection  of 
problems  for  realizing  objectives.  Methods  of  presenting  problems  will 
be  emphasized.    Credit,  3  seemster  hours. 

Text:  Brown  and  Haley — The  Teaching  of  Home  Economics. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  208— Supervised  Teaching— (Spring  semester.) 
This  course  is  designed  to  afford  a  practical  application  of  the  general 
and  specific  methods  of  teaching  in  the  field  of  home  economics.  Pre- 
requisite, Home  Economics  207.    Credit,  3  semester  hours. 

HOUSEHOLD    ECONOMICS 

HOME  ECONOMICS  205— Home  Management— (Fall  semester.) 
This  course  is  designed  to  afford  the  development  of  a  high  regard  for 
home  making  as  a  profession.  It  treats  of  the  care  of  the  home,  the 
planning  and  wise  use  of  time  and  money  in  the  home,  laundry  and 
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problems  related  to  convenient  planning  and  good  house  keeping.   Credit, 
3  semester  hours. 

Text:  Matthews — The  House  and  Its  Care. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  210— Child  Care— (Spring  semester.)  This 
course  entails  a  study  of  the  physical  development  and  needs  of  the 
child  in  the  home;  the  better  methods  of  care  and  discipline  and  an 
analysis  of  the  successful  family  as  a  background  for  training  the  child 
in  its  home.    Credit,  2  semester  hours. 

Texts:  Lucas— The  Health  of  the  Run-about  Child.  Blanton— Child 
Guidance. 
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FLORIDA  NORMAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 


GENERAL    INFORMATION 

The  Florida  Normal  High  School  is  accredited  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  and  is  a  training  unit  of  the  Division  of  Education, 
maintained  for  the  purpose  of  providing  general  academic  training  on 
the  secondary  level  for  students  living  in  those  sections  of  the  State 
where  accredited  high  schools  have  not  yet  been  developed. 

The  general  academic  training  offered  comprises  the  persuit  of  courses 
in  English,  foreign  language,  mathematics,  natural  sciences,  history, 
home  economics,  and  physical  education.  The  course  of  study  is  designed 
to  meet  the  entrance  requirements  of  standard  colleges  and  universities 
and,  at  the  same  time,  to  give  to  the  student  who  will  not  undertake 
further  formal  education  the  necessary  educational  background  for  suc- 
cessful participation  in  society. 

Great  care  is  taken  to  insure  that  the  instruction  offered  is  of  stand- 
ard quality. 

The  high  school  deparment  is  completely  separated  in  operation  from 
the  college  department.  Persons  completing  the  high  school  course  will 
be  admitted  to  the  college  of  arts  and  sciences,  home  economics,  or 
elementary  education  divisions  of  Florida  Normal  and  Collegiate  Insti- 
tute. 

ORGANIZATION 

The  work  of  Florida  Normal  High  School  is  organized  on  the  semes- 
ter system;  that  is,  the  work  for  a  given  year  is  divided  into  two  terms 
each  of  which  is  eighteen  weeks  long.  Students  may  begin  work  at 
the  beginning  of  either  the  Fall  cr  Spring  semesters. 

SCHOLASTIC    REQUIREMENTS 

Graduation  from  the  Florida  Normal  High  School  is  dependent  upon 
attainment  of  the  quantitative-qualitative  standard.  This  standard  re- 
quires that  sixteen  quantitative  and  at  least  sixteen  qualitative  units  be 
earned  in  the  major  subjects  for  graduation.  In  short,  this  means  that  a 
student  must  carry  four  major  subjects  per  semester  (in  addition  to  minor 
subjects)  and  must  make  an  average  grade  of  "C"  or  higher  in  order 
to  complete  the  course  of  study  in  four  years.  Students  who  fail  to 
attain  this  standard  must  either  remain  in  school  until  such  quantitative- 
qualitative  units  are  earned,  or  accept  a  certificate  of  attendance,  only. 

Note — A  least  four  units  of  work  must  have  been  completed  at  this 
school  in  order  for  one  to  be  entitled  to  a  diploma.
